Little Round Top Slope to be Scene 


of Remarkable Display on the 
Third Evening of Battle Anniver­ 


sary Celebration. 


Final 
arrangem ents 
have 
been 
made for an imposing display of fire­ 
works on Little Round Top on the 
night of July third, the plans provid­ 
ing for the m ost elaborate affair of 
the kind given in this state for many 
years. 
A num ber of large pieces will be 
set off during the evening from such 
a position th a t they will be easily 
seen from the southern edge of town 
all the way out to Round Top, and th e ’] 800,1 became 
m ultitudes of people expected 
here 
for the anniversary can all view* the 
display com fortably and 
to 
perfect 
advantage. 
There will be set pieces of the sev­ 
eral Army Corps and a t the base of 
the hill 
a 
nest of 
m ortars 
from 
which bombs and 
rockets 
will 
l*e 
fired, all m ost compactly placed w ith­ 
in a space, 
the 
outer 
borders 
of 
which are the Sedgwick, W arren and 
Crawford avenues and 
the 
W heat­ 
field Road, although, of course, not 
occupying the 
entire 
space. 
These 
boundaries will be used for the plac­ 
ing of a cordon of guards to protect 
the spectators from any possible in­ 
jury. 
The most notable display of the en­ 
tire evening will be the 
concluding 
piece which will he a great American 
flag of fire, surm ounted by a large 
golden eagle of fire above which are 
the words “God Bless 
Our N ation.” 
This will be fired 
from 
the 
rocky 
crest near the W arren statue. The 
contract for this display 
has 
been 
awarded the Pain Fireworks Display 
Company of America. 
The cars 
containing 
the 
various 
displays will be under heavy guard 
while here and every precaution will 
he taken to 
prevent 
accident.

firing until the 
afternoon 
of 
July 
third. 


Dr. Granville Announces to Board of 
Trustees Completion of Large 
Fund. 
College Professors’ Sal­ 
aries Raised. Other Business. 


Much gratification followed the an­ 
nouncement by President Granville a t 
this m orning’s m eeting of the College 
Board of T rustees th a t 
the 
endow­ 
m ent fund of $160,000 had been en­ 
tirely raised, the old debt of the col­ 
lege wiped out and th a t the $50,000 
Rockefeller gift, made on these con­ 
ditions several years ago 
was 
now 
available. 
The 
news 
officially 
an­ 
nounced a t 
the 
tru stees’ 
meeting 
known 
about 
college 
and was the cause for num erous ex­ 
pressions of delight and congratula­ 
tion. 
The college authorities 
had 
been 
given to July I, 191S to complete the 
task of m eeting the conditions of the 
General Education Board and, while 
other colleges have had to ask for an 
extension of time, there was no need 
of such request at G ettysburg In an­ 
nouncing to the Board 
of 
Trustees 
the completion of the fund Dr. Gran­ 
ville said:

Theoretically waging the battles of 
the Civil W ar, thirty-tw o student of­ 
ficers of the Army W ar College, un­ 
der command of 
B rigadier 
Genera! 
William 
Crozier 
president 
of 
the 
Army W’ar College, are on their way 
to Gettysburg. They are now at An- 
tietarn and should reach Gettysburg, 
Monday June 16. 
The students represent all of the 
departm ents of 
the 
United 
States 
Army and are m aking their annual 
historical and staff rides, which be­ 
gan at Richmond, Va. 
Every detail is noted and the bat­ 
tle is again theoretically waged by 
the officers in their conference tent, 
with a certain number of them com­ 
manding the 
two 
arm ies. 
Tactical 
m istakes of the officers who were in 
command during the Civil W ar are 
pointed out and the real intent of the 
generals when they gave their com­ 
mands is emphasized. 
With a large 
map,

location of the arm ies are shown and 
the battle worked out, w ithout the 
opposing officers divulging the pur­ 
port of their orders which are issued 
as the general sees fit, or just as it 
would happen in tim e of actual war.

Washington, June IO.—The state of 
Minnesota won a substantial vt tory 
in the supreme court, when in the Min­ 
nesota state rate case. Justice Hughes, 
for the court, held that the rates of 
the Minneapolis & St. l/ouis railroad 
were confiscatory and unconstitutional, 
but that the rates of the Northern Pa­ 
cific and Great Northern were valid. 
The decision was a victory tor the 
state on the 
interstate 
commerce 
phases of the controversy 
affecting 
the Minneapolis A- St. Louis. 
Justice Hughes said, In part: 
“I—The constitution gives congress 
an authority at all times adequate to 
secure the freedom of interstate com­ 
mercial intercourse from state con­ 
trol and to provide effective regulation 
of that Ineroourse as the national in­ 
terest may demand. 
“2—The commerce that is confined 
within one state and does not affect 
that of states, is reserved to the state.”

among the most important with which 
the United States supreme court has 
had to deal for many years. 
Their 
tendencies are far reaching and have 
had a visible effect on the stock mar­ 
ket during the past few months. 
Three cases are pending under th-* 
title of the Minnesota rate cases. An 
effort was made to enjoin the state ot 
Minnesota from enforcing certain law* 
passed by the legislature of that state, 
fixing the rates for freight and passen­ 
gers 
for 
strictly 
interstate 
traffic. 
These rates provided for a reduction 
in the maximum passenger fare per 
mile and 
reduced the freight tate 
schedules 
materially on al! traffic

the boundaries of the state of Mitine 
sofa.

brought by the railroads In the United 
States circuit court of Minnesota. 
Before the lower court the railroads

universally considered theretofore that 
the states had control of all purely

The lower court sustained the con 
tenilon of the railroads in effect that 
where It Is proved that reduction it. 
rates made by a state on traffic with­

trother to Prince of Wales. 
It will lie a long time yet before 
every one who needs a silo will feel 
able to have one. In the meantime we 
must do our best with such as we can 
afford, writes an Idaho dairyman in 
Farm and Fireside. 
For the small 
farm a root crop Is a prtfty good sub­ 
stitute. 
For irrigated sections we are 
not so sure but that it is more prac­ 
tical and economical than the silo, 
especially for sections where severe 
freezing Is not the rule. 
Last year we had our first experi­ 
ence here in Idaho both with irriga­ 
tion and with this sort of crop. About 
the middle of June we planted an acre 
of carrots. 
That is a little late if 
one expects to get toe greatest ton­ 
nage; hut. having weedy ground, we 
plowed It early and kept it cultivated 
until that date in order to kill as many 
weed crops as p o s s ib le before planting 
the seed. 
By waiting this late the car­ 
rot c ro p came on a great deal faster 
and held its own with the weeds much 
better than it would have done earlier 
in the season. 
We gave carrots tile preference over 
sugar beets because they have as high

the rows twenty-two Inches apart and 
used a beet cultivator sud dug them 
with a ln*et digger. 
We use a garden 
drill set to cover cue half to one inch 
and drill the seed in quite thick, using 
about five pounds per acre. 
They 
should I* thinned to four inches in the 
row. 
I .et them stay in the ground as late 
aa possible, then dig aud store in a well 
ventilated resit cellar. 
It must bt* well 
ventilated; otherwise they are likely to 
rot. 
A m<slerate amount of freezing 
will not burt them 
In cutting them 
for feed we use a corn knife and split 
them lengthwise. 
A cow can handle a much larger 
piece if cut lengthwise than in cross 
sections. 
We (ire especially careful 
not to allow the small, round ones to 
be fed without splitting, as there is 
more danger of her choking on such 
pieces than on larger, irregular piece* 
We have liecn feeding tweuty to 
thirty pouuds jhm* day to each cow (nj 
addition to a good supply of alfalfa. 
I amish dairymen feed as high as eighty 
pounds per day, hut they do not have 
a roughage that equals our alfalfa. 
Carrots are not only relished by the 
cows, but are a good feed for all other 
atock, especially for horses, sheep aud 
geese 
The White Belgian carrot has 
a large top, which is as good as the 
roots. 
It does riot taiut the creum aud 
butter, but gives a rich color.
